The men will go back to work 
on the basis of last 
season's wages, 
pending another conference.

Keefe has Issued an order to the men 
to return to work at once.

to the terms agreed upon the question 
of recognizing the m ates’ union was 
eliminated.

erated from ten to eleven hours a day, 
under the same conditions as last sea­ 
son.

Insurance Companies W i ll Soon Aid 
San Francisco People. 
San Francisco, May IO.—Financial 
interest during the 
day centered in 
an announcement from the insurance 
companies that in the immediate fu­ 
ture they will begin to pay losses. 
It 
is believed that most 
of the money 
will he put into general circulation and 
thus relieve the city as no other means 
Could. 
This news was w elcom e not only to 
the 
policyholders, 
but also 
to the 
banks. 
The announcement 
was oil! 
cial to the extent that it was given to 
the subcom m ittee of the citizens’ gen­ 
eral committee 
atid reported 
at tho 
general committee’s daily meeting. 
The insurance interests also made 
the concession that salvage operations 
may be proceeded with. 
Policyholders 
may save 
anything 
they can find without fear of risking 
the loss of their claim s for insurance. 
To a great extent the work of de­ 
molishing walls and 
clearing away 
debris has been postponed because of 
the doubt regarding the attitude the 
insurance companies would take and 
the work of contracting and wrecking 
companies has been deferred awaiting 
such a definite statem ent as that just 
made by the companies. 
At the meeting of the reconstruction 
comm ittee a resolution was adopted 
declaring that tile w ages 
for public 
and private employment at ordinary 
and unskilled labor shall be $2.50 for 
nine hours. 
This rate has been fixed 
by the building trades council. 
’‘Employers, pay your 
men some­ 
thing at least daily, so that they may 
be able to pay for their meals,” was 
the request made by General Greely. 
“W e are establishing 15-cent kitch­ 
ens and if the 
men can have 
their 
wages promptly it will greatly assist 
the work of relief. 
The day’s applica­ 
tions for 
relief show 
a decrease of 
10,000.”

P la n s for Fin ancing the Project A s ­ 
suming Definite Shape. 
New York, May 
IO.— Tho Tribune 
says the plans for 
financing the re­ 
building of San Francisco, which have 
been tile subject 
of several confer­ 
ences here within the past few days, 
are now assuming definite shape. 
It 
is purposed to organize 
a bond and 
mortgage corporation under a federal 
charter, or a broad state charter, em ­ 
powering the corporation to guaran­ 
tee the principal and interest of bonds 
issued by it and secured by ten-year 
mortgages on San Francisco property. 
The company will have a capital of 
probably $10,000,000. 
This capitaliza­ 
tion, it is thought, will be sufficiently 
large to warrant the company in un- 
i derwriting $50,000,000 of bonds. 


WHEELOCK IS HEAD 


Washington, May 
IO.—Tho senate 
spent the greater part of the day again 
in the consideration of the question of 
divorcing tho production cf coal and 
other commodities from their transpor­ 
tation and closed that branch of its 
work by adopting a modified provision 
formally offered 
by Senator 
Elkins 
but originally suggested by Senator 
McLaurin. 
There 
was again 
much 
sparring over 
parliamentary points 
but there was at no tim e as much con­ 
fusion as on Tuesday and when the 
coal question was finally closed the 
progress was so rapid that the first 
section was entirely disposed of before 
the senate adjourned. 
Other am end­ 
ments were also adopted but a long 
and short haul provision suggested by 
Mr. La Follette was voted down by 
practically a party vote, all but two 
Republicans voting against the amend­ 
ment. 
When the senate 
adjourned there 
was a general feeling til at the rapid 
work of the latter part of the session 
presages the early final disposition of 
the bill.

The Press absorbed a paper pub­ 
lished during tile war by Fred Driscoll 
and called the Daily Union and in 
1875 it took in the old Pioneer as well 
and the paper then took the joint name 
of Pioneer Press. 
The great caliber 
and strength of its editor gave the 
paper a national reputation and placed 
its editor among the men of the first 
rank in American journalism. 


Lively Debate Stirred Up Over Naval

to $5 or $6 per ton. 
On the first proposition one of the 
prettiest legislative 
combats of the 
season occurred, the debate extending 
over tile major portion of the session. 
Representative Loud of Michigan in- 
sisted that there could be a saving of 
$35(1,000 a year to the government if 
the? navy department were permitted 
to go into

and pur­ 
chase anchors, chains and cordage un­

the consumer through the retail drug­ 
gists in violation of the Sherman anti­ 
trust law'. 
“The parties to the combination in­ 
clude the Proprietary Association of 
America, the National Wholesale Drug­ 
g ists’ association and 
the National 
Association of Retail Druggists.’’

Philadelphia, May IO.— Charged with 
having embezzled upwards of $ I On,OOO 
from his employers, Edwin S. Green­ 
field, head clerk of the hanking and 
brokerage firm of Harrison Snyder A- 
Son, was arrested 
here during the 
day and in default of $10,000 bail was 
sent to the county jail. 
Greenfield has math; a full confes­ 
sion and is doing everything possible 
to assist the firm in straightening out 
its tangled books. 
Following the pub­ 
lic announcement of the embezzlement 
creditors 
ti 1«‘d a 
petition in 
bank­ 
ruptcy 
against George 
E. Snyder, 
trading as Harrison Snyder & Son, in 
the United 
States court, 
and later 
Judge McPherson appointed Charles 
N. Vellum as receiver. Greenfield rose 
from office boy to the position of head 
clerk and trusted 
representative of 
the banking house. About two months 
ago Mr. Snyder went to California and 
gave Greenfield a power of attorney to 
carry on his business. 
On bis return 
tile first intimation 
that something 
was wrong came when he missed some 
valuable securities from his safe. 
It 
was not until Monday, however, that 
Greenfield broke down and confessed. 
He 
admitted that 
he had 
taken 
money 
at various times 
during the 
past six years and that he lost most 
of it in bucketshops. 
He could not 
give even an approximate figure of 
the amount of his speculations. 
Ex­ 
p e r t s were at once 
put to work and 
Greenfield 
helped to straighten 
his 
tangled accounts. 
When the embez­ 
zlement 
was 
made 
public, he 
was 
formally arrested. The warrant charges 
him with embezzling upwards of $100,- 
000, $50,000 of which it is alleged was 
taken wit bin the past two years.

RESOLUTION WAS WITHDRAWN 


Ditch Expenditures 
Discussed— 


Banquet to he Tendered Dr. 


John Robertson 


The atmosphere at the commercial 
clul> Thursday evening did not need 
any artificial heat for a while. 
The 
warmth arose over a resolution which 
was introduced by Attorney A. T. Lar­ 
son. 
Mr. Larson, in introducing the 
resolution took occasion to refer warmly 
to the lack of enforcement of the laws 
regulating the sale of liquor and han­ 
dled tho conditions in the city without 
gloves. 
Tho resolution read as follows: 
Believing that the welfare and the 
future prosperity of the city of Brain 
erd nnd its citizens demand that there 
should be enforcement of the laws of 
the state and the ordinances of the city, 
be it therefore 
Resolved, that the Commercial Club 
of the city of Brainerd is heartily in 
favor of such law enforcement, and to 
that end 
hereby demands that the 
mayor of the city of Brainerd exercise 
tho authority vested in him as the chief 
executive of the city in that respect, 
and fnrther that he be granted the 
moral support of the commercial club 
in the exercise of his sail! duty. 
In supporting the resolution Mr. L ar­ 
son stated that boys from I ! to IO years 
old were seen drunk on the streets, that 
tin' saloons were open night and day 
and all day Sunday and that the law 
was otherwise violated by thorn. 
S. F. Alderman, while agreeing in 
many ways with Mr. Larson, believed 
that action on tin* matter should be de­ 
ferred until the mayor, police force and 
city council knew of the charges and 
had a chance to explain. 
As to the 
charge th at liquor was being sold or 
furnished to boys 12 to IO years of age, 
Mr. Alderman said that any man who 
did th a t ought not only to be prosecut­ 
ed to the limit, but persecuted to tho 
limit, 
lie believed, however, that the 
fact that the saloons were not closed at 
night was re.-qiOUmble for the few hold­ 
ups in Brainerd as compared withjother 
cities of its size; that the fact that 
homeless men had a place to stay nights 
kept them out of worse mischief. 
Attorney Ryan said that the resolu 
tion for the strict enforcement of the 
law had his hearty approval. 
J. C. Jamieson and Jam es Cullen de­ 
fended the saloonkeepers as a body 
from the charge of selling to minors 
and Mr. Jamieson .“Mated th a t the sa­ 
loons were eloped every night because 
there was i.o business to make it pro­ 
fitable to remain open. 
Mr. Hemstead thought the city offi­ 
cials should be heard before the resolu 
tion was acted upon.

the constitution defining the objects of 
the club and asked if the m atter were 
not out of order, at the same time s ta t­ 
ing that he favored the object of the 
resolution. 
T. C. Blewitt spoke along the same 
line, saying th at if the club were to be­ 
gin taking up mural reform* it would 
soon be hoplessly divided and Brainerd 
would have no Commercial club. 
Jam es Cullen moved to amend by lay­ 
ing the resolution on tho table, which 
was seconded. Judd Wright moved to 
adjourn, which 
was 
also 
seconded. 
President AV,se spoao urging harmony 
and that the r solution be presented to 
Mayor O’Brien before tieing acted upon. 
Mr. Alderman again took the Moor 
and urged that Mr. Larson withdraw 
tho resolution and that it tie presented 
informally to Mayor O’Brien. This was 
agreed to by all and the m atter was 
d Topped. 
The first thing to come up after Pre.si 
dent R. R. Wise called the club to or­ 
der was the report of the finance com­ 
mittee. This report declared the books 
of the secretary and treasurer correct 
and was adopted as read. 
The applications of F. J. Murphy, 
John Wise and J. M. Hayes were read, 
the rules suspended and all were elected 
to membership. 
A letter from Freeman Thorpe pro­ 
testing against the constructing of the 
(Tull lake reservoir by the government 
was received and referred to an appro­ 
priate committee. 
A communication was read from the 
A. L. Dickinson Co. of Minneapolis, 
stating th at they wished to contract for 
the raising of largo quantities of white 
beans tho coming season. The com­ 
munication was referred to tho com­ 
mittee on public affairs. 
A communication was received from 
the Detroit commercial club asking the 
privilege of an exchange of courtesies 
to the members of tho clubs when visit 
ing. 
A motion was passed granting the 
privileges of the club to members of the 
Detroit club. 
The question of estab­ 
lishing an interchange of courtesies 
with other clubs was referred to tho 
house and entertainm ent committee. 
A number of communications received 
by C. ll. Paine regarding a knitting fac­ 
tory in Brainerd were read and referred 
to the manufacturing committee. 
Secretary McKay stated he had just 
received a typewritten copy of tile finan­ 
cial statement which the county board 
failed to have published this year and 
noted that £5,722.41 had been transfer­ 
red from tho [general fund to the ditch 
fund. 
He stated that about 813,000 had 
he believed Leon issued against the 
ditch fund and that as yet not one dol­ 
lar had been received from the sale of 
bonds to meet them. 
Mr. McKay took 
the ground th at if money was to be 
transferred from tho general fund to 
pay the ditch warrants it simply meant 
th a t the tax levy of the entire county 
must be increased to meet tho expense 
and as the commissioners were going on 
with ditch No. ll without having been 
able to sell bonds to pay for ditch No. 
I, it was time to call a halt. 
Mr. Trommald was called on by tho 
president and stated that his under­ 
standing was that the warrants, or 
bonds wTere to bo paid by the property 
affected in ten annual installments. 
Attorney Larson, 
took tho ground 
that the commissioners had no right to 
transfer funds from one fund to another 
and if they had done so they had ex­ 
ceeded their authority. 
Attorney Alderman agreed with Mr. 
Larson, but thought no warrants could 
legally be drawn on the general fund, 
but must be drawn on the ditch fund 
and if there is no money on presenta­ 
tion are to bo endorsed “not paid for 
wa n t-of-f u n ds.” 
There was a unanimity of opinion as 
to the value anil need of the ditches 
but it seemed to be the opinion of nearly 
all that tile commissioners should first 
get their money out of the bonds and 
then dig their ditches. 
Geo. D. LaBar stated that ho under 
stood th a t part of tho bonds had al­ 
ready been soli! and th at the county 
would soon have money therefrom. 


It was finally moved aud carried that 
tho entire ditch matter be referred to 
tho tax committee to investigate and re­ 
port before the next meeting of the 
county commissioners. 
The committee of public affairs was 
called upon to report regarding the m at­ 
ter of petitioning the council to appro 
priate a sum of money to build sheds at 
the market, and asked further time. 


After the m atter of the Larson reso­ 
lution was disposed of Rev. Knowles 
was-given the floor. 
Ho said that it 
might be thought th at he and Rev. Mr. 
McLeod were there in the interests of 
th at resolution, but as a m atter of fact 
neither of them knew of the intention of 
Mr. Larson to introduce any such meas­ 
ure, but were there on an entirely dif­ 
ferent m atter in behalf of the Minister­ 
ial association. They asked, first, that 
the Commorical club appoint a commit 
tee to act in conjunction with the com­ 
mittee of tho Ministerial association in 
securing a lyceum course for tho com­ 
ing season in Brainerd. Their second 
request was th at the Commercial club 
unite with them in a public banquet to 
Dr. John Robertson, the famous Scotch 
divine who is holding the mission in 
Brainerd. 
Both requests were granted. 


The m atter of a charter commission 
came up and was referred to a commit­ 
tee of three to investigate and report at 
tho next meeting.

St. Petersburg, May IO. 
The fear 
that Home 
unfortunate event 
might 
occur to m ar the 
solemnity of the 
great day of Russia’s n< w birth was 
largely dissipated during the evening 
when members of the radical revolu­ 
tionary parties of St. 
Petersburg is­ 
sued an announcement, 
disclaiming 
$ ny Intention of a ttem pting dem onstra­ 
te us and calling upon their fellows to 
r< frain from displaying 
red flags or 
i ingipg the “ Marseillaise/* and to avoid 
all conduct that might tend to a con­ 
flict with the police. 
A terroristic a ttem p t 
is the only 
thing that is now to he feared. 
Hut 
the police measures have been so well 
taken that such a crime is confidently 
considered impossible. 
The participants and accessories to 
the historic ceremony of the opening 
of th*' first representative assembly of 
Russia ii ave gathered 
in St. P e te rs­ 
burg and only Em peror Nicholas and 
the imperial family are absent. 
They 
are expected to arrive in the morning 
by sea from Peterhof, to which pine** 
they went from 
T sarkoe Scio. 
The 
em p ero r’s personal escort of picked 
Cossacks arrived by a special train. 
Other trains brought a mixed battalion 
from all the guard regiments who are 
to keep 
watch over the 
emperor's 
a partm ents and the ladies and gentle­ 
men ot the 
court and high 
function 
aries who are to take part in the re­ 
ception. 


Count iVitte’s Name Absent.

list Count 
Witte is 
con­ 
spicuously absent.

NEW TYPE OF STEAMBOAT. 


>f I * kI m<«I|i |i 1 IM* i t Stoa m e r to Do A i i h i 
W i t h Ni'K ro IloiJM tn Ih m jt*. 
A steamboat which is designed to 
dispense vvIih the services of the col­ 
ored roustabout is being built at Dills­ 
burg, Pa., for the Memphis and Arkan­ 
sas River Packet company, to be oper 
ated in the Memphis and Vicksburg 
trfide, says the St. Louis (Robe-Demo­ 
crat. 
It Is a stern wheel, steel hull 
boat, apparently of the ordinary type 
of Mississippi river em ft, lint It is to 
be much fin- r than such vessels. 
Along each side of the lower de"k is 
a conveyor t > curry freight “aft" w k :i 
the boat is being loaded and “ fore" 
when it is being unloaded. 
The con­ 
veyors are to run by electric power. 
The stage, which is sixty-five feet in 
length, by which freight m ay be receiv­ 
ed and delivered on high banks, is also 
equipped 
with 
a 
< mveyor. 
which 
works in the same m an n er as a rolling 
stairway. 
The conveyor on the singe 
is to be operated by an electric i i >■ >r 
in the middle of the stage, the power 
being obtained from dynamos on the 
steam er through wires attached to the 
stage. 
One of the most serious drawbacks 
to the steamboat traffic in recent years 
has been the propensity of the roust 
about to “jum p” the boat at any time 
th at be did not feel disposed to work 
and to refuse to go out on the boats 
even when high wages were offered. 
F or tho past three years it has been an 
ordinary o< ctirrenee for boats to be de­ 
layed from twelve to twenty four hours 
after they were loaded because the col­ 
ored men declined to accept positions, 
and tin* wages on some of the southern 
boats have been run up as high as .$1“') 
a month on vessels th at were obliged 
to go a t certain times. During the busy 
season the ordinary wages of the roust­ 
abouts have ranged from $75 to $1)0 a 
month. 
These conditions have induced boat 
builders to devise appurtenances that 
will do most of tin* work of the rouster. 
The arrangements of the new steamer 
S. S. Drown are designed to obviate 
the necessity of employing rousters 
and to require only a few laborers to 
move tho freight on an d off the con­ 
veyors.

Of course if any defect 
should lie found in the ship the trip 
would have to he postponed, I)ut if ev­ 
erything. works right the start for the 
pole will be made as early as possible 
in August. 
“ How long do we expect to be gone? 
Well, that depends upon the winds and 
unforeseen circumstances. If I get to 
the pol** it ought to be in from two to 
s e v e n • days. 
As the airship will be 
equipped with two motors, it will tra v ­ 
el from twelve to nineteen miles an 
hour. All previous ones have been d e ­ 
signed for speed only, and while my 
ship will weigh but little more than tin* 
famous Lebaudy airship, which t r a v ­ 
eled a hundred miles, it will carry v a st­ 
ly more weight. We will carry provi­ 
sions for seventy five days and 5,500 
p o u n d s 
of 
gasoline. 
T hat 
will 
be 
enough to take us 1,800 miles, so with 
everything going our way we can sail 
to the pole and home again without 
landing. 
It will depend entirely upon 
the winds we encounter at the pole 
w h e th e r we return to Spitzbergen or 
not. 
We will make for the nearest 
point of land that is available.” 
Mr. Wellman will take with him two 
motor 
sledges, 
each 
weighing 
200 
pounds, so in case tin* airship collapses 
oil tile leo it will be possible “to go 
home as slow freight,” as Mr. Well­ 
m an expressed it. 
“ We are carrying 
a return ticket with us, and we hope to 
use it,” la* exclaimed. 
One of these motor sledges was fin 
ished iii Baris and lias been tried out 
recently In Norway, giving satisfac­ 
tion. 
The second has been built iii the 
United States and will be taken to 
Norway for tests. These motor sledges 
have titre** and a half horsepower en­ 
gines and are made to tow arctic 
sledges which will lie carried along.
